Important Bnling on BalooflhLicanta 

Question. 
An Enquirer special from Paducah, 
Ky., says : "For a long time there has 
been troiil.le ill FhIidm County over the 
refusal of the authorities to grant saloons 
license to retail liquors there, and 
especially in the town of Hickman, the 
County Judge claiming it was discretion- 
ary with his Court whether or not such 
licenses abonld l>e granted, and they were 
universally refused. Some aix months 
ago a test case was started, and H. C. 
Judge filed^n -the Circuit Ooart, Judge 
C L. Randle presiding, a petition aaking 
that Joshua Nailer, Judge of Fulton 
County Court, be required to issue such 
liosBss to him, ha having eoaplied with 
all requirements of law. The Court 
gave a decision in the matter on Satur- 
day. It wsa held that althongh toraser 
laws conferred discretionary power, as 
claimed, on the County Judge, later stat- 
utes made it mandatory on him to issue 
such liceufe when requested, unless 
there was previously filed with him a 
written protest, signed by a majority of 
citiaaaa of the community in which such 
license was asked, and in the ahaenoa of 
Hiu'h protest in the case above mentioned 
a mandamus was ordered directing tbe 
Ooanty Judge to issue the license prayed 
for. It was held that under later Stat- 
utes a County Judge's authority oeaaed 
to be indtelal and wsa only minialerlal, 

and that lie couli! not lawfully refuse to 
isHue a license without llie aforesaid pro- 
test signed by a majority of the people. 

"This is the first case of the kind de- 
cided by a Circuit Court in Kentucky. 
The case will doubtless be taken toUie 
Court of Appeals." 

An Uneasy People. 
At Fieminsburg, Henry Blow, a negro, 
has been placed under n flve-hundred- 
dollar bond for bis good behavior and to 
keep ttie peace. The ariest grew out 
of the lynching of the rapist, Charles 
Coleman, tbe other nigbt. The ne 
groes are said to be highly in- 
censed, beeaose of tbe fact that one 
of their own color was so severely 
and, as they claim undeservedly, dexlt 
with, while the three rapists confined in 
tbe same prison, and equally guilty, were 
allowed to escape a similar punishment. 
They liavc Ih'>mi boM in tln-ir iledaration 
that certain whites who were suspected 
of participating in tbe lynching of Cole- 
man would meet with dire ]iiuiiMliiiiHnl. 
The Mayor had the town guardud one or 
two nights this week by a crowd armed 
with shot-guns, to prevent any trouble on 
the part of the ni'gnies. Blow, the fel- 
low arrested, is charged with being a 
leader of the proposed negro mob. 

A Miserable Mdl Service. 
The new railway mail messenger who 
went on duty a few days ago on tibe Ken* 
tucky Central seems to have gotten 
things into a terrible tangle. The 
Oonrier-Journal of Sunday and Monday 
came in Tuesday nigbt. tha Frankfort 
Capital, that ought to have been received 
laat Saturday niitlit, arrived yesterday at 
noon, and it's about the same way with 
many other of our exchanges. We un- 
derstand four sacks of mail that belonged 
up tbe road came here yesterday on tbe 
noon train. Tbe Mercury is complain* 
ing, and says: "Cirlisle received no mail 
last Monday night. A new messenger 
carried it by that nigbt, and forgot it 
again Taeodsy morning, and again Tues- 
day night^l

Reports in re- 
gard to the tobacco crop are more dis- 
couraging than in years past. In some 
parts of that county it ia reported there 
will be no tobacco housed ttiis fall.
